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INTRODUCTION: 
THE HISTORY AND DEVELOPMENT OF SANTA CLARA COUNTY 


The County of Santa Clara was incorporated at the time of California statehood in 1850. It was 
one of the original 27 counties. San Jose became the state's first capital city. Between 1850 and 
1870 vineyards were planted by French immigrants, and America's first quicksilver mine was 
developed at New Almaden. In 1857, San Jose State University was established as California's 
first institution of higher learning. After 1870, orchards displaced grain fields and the Santa Clara 
Valley became the world's largest food processing center ... a so-called Valley of Heart's 
Delight." By the end of the century, many wealthy San Franciscans established farms and 
summer homes in the county. Among these were Leland Stanford, whose farm in Palo Alto 
became Stanford University, and James Lick, who endowed the scientific observatory atop Mt. 
Hamilton. 


The County remained pastoral until World War II when wartime industries and military activities 
introduced a new population to the area. Many of these newcomers either stayed or returned after 
the war and created a tremendous population increase - from 290,000 in 1950 to 1,495,000 in 
1990. More recently, the economic emphasis has shifted, with aerospace and electronics 
industries currently predominating. The County's strategic Bay Area location, combined with the 
concentration of universities and research facilities, ensures continued growth.

THE SANTA CLARA COUNTY HISTORICAL HERITAGE COMMISSION 


The Santa Clara County Historical Heritage Commission was established in 1972 by the Santa 
Clara County Board of Supervisors in order to promote and encourage the appreciation, 
recognition and preservation of heritage resources in Santa Clara County. 
The Commission is mandated by county ordinance to investigate, study and make 
recommendations to the Board of Supervisors and to the appropriate County departments in the 
following areas: 
¢ all matters pertaining to the recognition, inventorying, acquisition, and 
preservation of sites, buildings, events, documents and artifacts pertaining to the 
historical and cultural heritage of Santa Clara County. 


* on nominations for State Points of Historical Interest, California Historical 
Landmarks and inclusion in the National Register of Historic Places. 


* on the maintenance of the Santa Clara County Heritage Resource Inventory. 
* on other matters referred by the Board of Supervisors. 


The Commission is also designated to review plans and applications for properties 
located in the following Historic Conservation Districts: 


¢ New Almaden Historical District H1 
(National Register Historical District - Zoning Ordinance)

In addition, the Commission is pledged to work with civic and municipal groups interested in the 
heritage of the County of Santa Clara. It serves as the advisor to the Board of Supervisors on ail 


heritage resource matters in the county. 


Eleven commissioners representing the five supervisorial districts are appointed for four year 
terms. A chair is elected annually. 
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NATIONAL HISTORIC LANDMARKS 


National Historic Landmarks are properties or districts with national significance. These sites 
with nation-wide significance are listed with the National Parks Service under the Secretary of 
the Interior. All properties that are designated as National Historical Landmarks are 
automatically listed on the National Register of Historic Places. 


NATIONAL REGISTER OF HISTORIC PLACES 


The National Historic Preservation Act of 1966 established the National Register of Historic 
Places. The properties listed reflect a wide variety of resources that represent the American 
heritage. Places where our forebears pioneered, worked, built homes and established 
communities, struggled for humanitarian rights or reform, created works of beauty, or advanced 
scientific knowledge deserve National Register recognition when they form important 
connections between ourselves and our past. The National Register of Historic Places is the 
nation's official list of cultural resources worthy of preservation and is maintained by the 
National Park Service under the Secretary of the Interior. 


NATIONAL REGISTER CRITERIA FOR EVALUATION 


The quality of significance in American history, architecture, archeology, engineering and culture 
is present in districts, sites, buildings, structures, and objects that possess integrity of location, 
design, setting, materials, workmanship, feeling, and association and: 


AL That are associated with events that have made a significant contribution to the broad 
patterns of our history; or 

B. That are associated with the lives of persons significant in our past; or 

Cc. That embody the distinctive characteristics of a type, period, or method of construction, 
or that represent the work of a master, or that possess high artistic values, or that 
represent a significant and distinguishable entity whose components may lack individual 
distinction; or 

D. That have yielded, or may be likely to yield, information important in prehistory or 
history. 


ELIGIBLITY FOR NATIONAL REGISTER 
Determinations of eligibility for the National Register are made at the request of a concerned 


Federal agency or on nominations for a privately owned property where the owner or a majority 
of owners object to listing. 


CALIFORNIA STATE HISTORIC LANDMARKS 


To be eligible as an official state historic landmark, a site must be of statewide significance and 
have anthropological, cultural, military, political, architectural, economic, scientific or technical, 
religious, experimental, or other values. The determination of whether a site or subject mects 
these criteria lies with the State Historical Resources Commission, an advisory body to the State 
Department of Parks and Recreation. The commission, appointed by the Governor, consists of 
seven members. It also serves as a review board for sites nominated to the National Register of 
Historic Places which is maintained by the U. S. Department of the Interior, Heritage 
Conservation and Recreation Service. 


CALIFORNIA POINT OF HISTORICAL INTEREST 


The California Point of Historical Interest is a listing of properties deemed to be of local 
historical significance. The program is administered by the California State Historical Resources 
Commission and the Department of Parks and Recreation. Eligibility is determined by the 
County Historical Heritage Commission and the Board of Supervisors from cach County. 


HISTORIC AMERICAN BUILDING SURVEY 
SANTA CLARA COUNTY (HABS) 


Tn 1977 a project was undertaken by the Historic American Building Survey (HABS) in 
cooperation with the Santa Clara County Historical Heritage Commission. Under the direction of 
John Poppliers, Chief, and Ken Anderson, Principal Architect, the project was completed during 
the summers of 1977 and 1978 at the HABS Field Office, Welch-Hurst near Saratoga, CA; the 
summer of 1979 at the University of Santa Clara, Santa Clara, CA; and the summer of 1980 at 
Jefferson School, Santa Clara, CA. Project Photographer, Jane Lidz, 1980. 


The information from the HABS Project is stored at the Library of Congress in Washington, D.C. 
Copies are available through the Library of Congress Photoduplication Service. These materials 
include architectural drawings, data pages and photographs. Throughout the years exhibits of the 
local HABS materials have been displayed at various locations including the County 
Government Center (Historical Heritage Commission), De Anza College (California History 
Center) and at the Bank of America Building in San Jose (Preservation Action Council).

Fenestration is six over six and double- 
hung on the main structure and four over four on the trackside bay. Two windows on the 
southern end have been altered, one to louvered panes and onto a sheet of plain glass, 
There are two rectangular doors trackside, and one on the southern side of the back wing. 
‘Two metal stovepipes protrude from the roof. 


Warehouse 

The related 10,000 square foot, side-gabled, linear rectangular warehouse structure is also 
of board-and-batten construction and is surrounded by a dock deck. It is located south of 
the depot, with eight openings trackside and eight openings on the road side. 


Bunkhouse 

The bunkhouse that is located south of the warehouse and further from the tracks is a 
small, approximately 15 x 10 board-and-batten structure with a side-gabled roof. It has a 
rectangular wood-paneled door on the north and a small window on the south on the road 
side, The bunkhouse at Coyote Depot is the only known original bunkhouse still in 
existence on the railroad line from San Francisco to Gilroy.

Historic Information 

The Coyote Depot appears to have been built as part of the Santa Clara and Pajaro 
Railroad, which was constructed from San Jose to Gilroy in 1868-69. The style of the 
structure bears many similarities to the Depot in Santa Clara which was constructed in 
1863. As such, it would be the only extant depot from that Railroad. Southern Pacific 
took over the SC&P along with the SF & SJ Railroads in 1870 at which time the depot 
may have been constructed. However, its construction does not bear any similarities to the 
depots constructed by the SPRR from 1880 on. If the Depot was built by the Southem 
Pacific, it would represent the oldest known depot on the Coast Division. With the 
warehouse, pumphouse, and bunkhouse, which match the depot’s construction technique, 
the Coyote Depot and its related structures are significant as examples of early railroad 
structures built to service passengers and freight in the Santa Clara Valley in the first 
decades of the development of railroad transportation.

The original wood shingle roof collapsed and the unreinforced masonry 
walls were damaged in both the 1984 6.1 Morgan Hill earthquake and the 1989 7.1 Loma 
Prieta earthquake. Therefore, the County Historical Heritage Commission funded repairs 
to the roof and the walls which were completed in 1994.

Mr. Lick lies buried under one of the supporting 
pillars of the 36-inch refractor telescope. The road to the top of Mt. Hamilton was built 
with County funds at the request of the group who carried out Lick’s desire to erect an 
observatory, It was a stage road and all equipment and materials to build the Observatory 
were hauled up the mountain road in wagons in 1888. Today, the observatory is home to 
the famous 120" reflecting telescope, as well as a research 40" reflector, a 36" reflector, a 
new 30" robotic telescope and a 22" reflector telescope. All are operated by the Univer- 
sity of California, Santa Cruz.

The cistern leaches into a 35,000 gallon, 
man-made dirt reservoir which is circled by mature trees half way up the hillside. This 
water was used for both drinking and irrigation. To the left of the cistern and arch is a 
votive candle pedestal built in 1928 that once carried a glass-enclosed case that held a 
statue of Saint Teresa and a medallion from the Pope that was delivered from Rome to 
recognize the site. The statue and medallion were stolen in 1970. The shrine casing 
disappeared after 1975. The water flows at a rate of 800 gallons per hour. A fence has 
been erected around the spring area. 


Historic Information 

Ohlone Indians told a tale of a black-robed woman who saved the ailing Indian village 
when she appeared to Chief Umunhum and instructed the Indians to drink from the water 
that sprang forth when she touched her silver cross to solid rock. Jose Joaquin Bernal 
believed the apparition to be Saint Teresa, the healing saint of the Spanish, and thus 
named his Rancho, The spring was the source of water for thousands of vines, fruit trees, 
cattle and the Bernal hacienda population of about 100. The mission system of irrigation 
was used. Bernal's grandson, Ygnacio Bernal (1841-1906) built the reservoir. Ygnacio’s 
son, Pedro (1868-1935) bottled the water and sold it from a commercial establishment in 
downtown San Jose. European royalty drank from the spring when they visited the west 
coast, belicving that the water possessed healing qualities.

Mine Trail, that runs along these mine shafts, is an old wagon road built by 
Ygnacio Bemal to transport the flasks to the rail depot in New Almaden. Santa Teresa 
Mine stopped production in 1921. Ygnacio’s son, Pedro, took over operations of Bernal 
Mine which continued on after Pedro’s death until 1947. Both mine shafts were blasted 
closed after an amatcur explorer fell 100 feet and sustained serious injuries in 1978. For a 
complete listing of the 35 resources of the Rancho Santa Teresa Historic District please 
consuit the 1993 update in the Clerk of the Board Library, 10th Floor, 70 West Hedding 
Street, San Jose.

It is believed that Bruno merely added on because the 
construction style and method of Gothic Revival additions to the house pre-date 1895. 
The honeymoon cottage was built for a newlywed Bernal daughter. After a legal subdivi- 
sion, John Tennant took possession of this property, which was then sold to rancher 
Daniel Johnson. The Johnson family periodically enlarged the “old building” until it was 
sold to Buck Norred, who ran an extensive riding stable and picnic grounds until the 
Property was acquired as part of Santa Teresa County Park in 1990. For a complete listing 
of the 35 resources of the Rancho Santa Teresa Historic District please consult the 1993 
update in the Clerk of the Board Library, 10th Floor, 70 West Hedding Street, San Jose.

Bruno Bernal’s (1799-1863) son, Ygnacio (1841-1906), chose this site as his homestead 
1884. Ygnacio was among Santa Clara College's early graduates in 1856 and he planted 
the first orchards in this area c1892. His wife, Jesusita died in 1926 and left the home to 
their daughter, Ynez Bernal, and her husband Salvador Agraz, who remodeled the house. 
When the house was arsoned in 1983, neighbors reported seeing adobe walls behind the 
wooden exterior. The ancient milk house at the rear was illegally demolished when the 
burnt-out main house was razed. The great valley oak was identified in 1931 as a “Bear 
Tree” once used to tether captured bears prior to bear-bull fights common in pre-Ameri- 
can days. Another tree identified as a “Bear Tree” in the City of San Jose (Landmark 
Register #77 1984) is the gigantic oak in the rear yard of 341 Manila Drive, the approxi- 
mate site of the four main 1826 Bernal adobes.

The quadrangle buildings were designed by Sheply, Rutan & Coolidge of Boston, 
combining Leland Stanford's ideas for a typically California style of architecture with 
motifs of their mentor, H.H, Richardson.

These were the first buildings built on the 
campus; the comerstone ceremony occurred in 1887. Classes began in 1891. Prominent 
among the quadrangle buildings is the Memorial Church in the inner quad. The church 
was designed by Charles Coolidge and was dedicated January 25, 1903. Mrs. Stanford 
obtained papal permission to reproduce in mosaiscs Roselli’s 15th Century fresco of “the 
Last Supper” which is located behind the altar. The mosaics, interior and exterior were 
done by A. Salviatti & Co. of Venice, Italy. The structure suffered severe damage in the 
1989 earthquake but private funds were raised to complete the repairs.

The Cecil H. Green Library blends the Richardsonian 
Romanesque Mission Revival style of the original quadrangle buildings with a classically 
inspired design in the Beaux-Arts tradition through the use of a sandstone facade and clay 
tile roof materials, The design is a unique example of Beaux-Arts design that possesses 
high artistic values.

The Stanford General Library opened in October 1891 concurrent with the beginning of 
the University’s first year of instruction. Within nine years, the library outgrew these 
temporary quarters and a second library was constructed in 1900 with funds donated by 
Leland Stanford’s brother, Thomas Welton Stanford. In 1904, yet another replacement 
library was constructed and ready for occupancy at the time of the 1906 earthquake 
during which It was partially destroyed. In 1913 the University librarian, George Thomas 
Clark, was directed by the Board of Trustees to visit important libraries and assess the 
University ‘s requirements for a new main library. As a result of this investigation the 
noted San Francisco architects, John Bakewell Jr. and Arthur Brown, were selected as 
consulting architects, Construction began in 1917 and the building was opened for use 
in July of 1919. This building served as the University Library until 1977 when the 
construction of an 180,000 square foot addition was completed and this became the east 
wing of the Cecil H. Green Library. In 1989 much of the exterior building fabric of the 
historical west wing was damaged by the Loma Prieta earthquake and it was closed until 
a restoration plan could be completed.

It 
became the Phi Kappa Psi fraternity house from 1906 to the 1989 Loma Prieta earth- 
quake. It was closed because of extensive damage and University officials proposed 
razing the structure. But they were convinced by the Stanford Historical Society 

to reconstruct instead. With the help of FEMA it was eventually completed and, although 
many changes were made to bring it into compliance with Stanford’s life-safety criteria, it 
was restored in a manner that honors its architectural style and historical significance. 
The Cooksey House reopened in the Fall of 1994 as the new location of Synergy House, a 
vegetarian student co-op.

Professor Hadley Kirkman bought the house in 1950 and lovingly restored it after the 
1989 earthquake.

Near the Red Barn is a statue of Electioneer, the horse who sired nine world record 
holders, and a plaque designating the birthplace of motion pictures. In 1887-89, at 
Stanford’s request, Edward Muybridge resolved the question of whether or not all four 
feet of a running horse were off the ground at the same time by photographing moving 
animals with consecutive instantaneous exposures using multiple cameras. From this, the 
technique for all future motion pictures was developed. The statue was cast in France in 
1925 and replaced a wooden shaft “across the road from the Barn” that marked the burial 
place of 15 of the Farm’s most famous horses.

The 
hexagonal theme of this redwood and red brick house is exaggerated by the interlocking 
brick motif on the corners of the hexagons. The glass expanses in combination with the 
wood and brick makes this house appear to be very modern even though it is nearly sixty 
years old. 


Historic Information 


Designed by Frank Lloyd Wright in 1935 for Professor and Mrs. Paul Hanna, construc- 
tion began in 1937 and continued in four stages over 25 years. The Hanna House is a 
masterwork on the hexagonal theme. It has been designated by the AIA as one of seven- 
teen buildings (among more than 400 designed by Wright) to be retained as an example of 
Wright's contribution to American culture. The Hannas lived in it for 37 years and, in 
1974, the house was given to the University with the hope that it would be used to house 
distinguished visiting professors. It became, instead, the residence of the University 
provost until it was damaged in the 1989 Loma Prieta earthquake. In summer 1996 a 
restoration was underway.

A well-known Palo Alto 
artist, Marina Goodyear, painted murals in the house that depict the Greek version of the 
legend of Hercules. Owned since 1941 by Dr. & Mrs. Ronald Hilton. Dr. Hilton is a 
Stanford Professor Emeritus.
